Higher Lawlessness 


By GLENN FRANK 


I purpose today to state rather than to settle a 
significant question. 

The question is this: On the tangled issues that 
cluster about the making, the , and the break- 
ing of laws, which is (lie move nearly right—Herbert 
Hoover or Nicholas Murray Butler? 

As I write, Mr. Butler, the dis- 
tinguished head of Columbia 
University, has issued his annual 
presidential report. Mr. Butler's 
annual reports are more than the 
conventional academic account- 
ing of appointments of men and 
acquisitions of money, of deaths, 
dismissals, and the dedications of 
new buildings. Mr. Butler's 
annual reports are a kind of 
; secular papal encyclicals, ex 

G Crane cathedra pronouncements on 
national problems and policivs. 


This year he takes as his target the problem of 
law enforcement, and this is what he says: 

“Not everything which comes clothed in the garb 
of law is really law. To get at law one must go be- 
hind constitutions and statutes and judicial decisions 
and find out what public of inion has to say about any 
or all of these. Law is only one mode and method of 
social control. and there are ut least two other modes 
which are supericr to it. The first ft: the conduct 
and manners of a gentleman, and this includes the 
second, which ts conduct according to the highest 
Standard of morals. Those persons whose lives are 
guided and fashioned by either of these modes of 
social control are on a much higher plane than if 
they were merely law abiding. 

“There is no-ground whatever for the conventional 
Statement that violation of one law or disrespect for 
it leads to the disregard of ali law...... Lawlessness 
is selective, and unbroken human experience goes to 
— > @ man may hold one law in utte: rye 
and yet have high respect for the great body of law in 
the land in which he lives. 

“There is a higher lawlessness and a lower lawless- 
ness. The higher lawlessness ts essentially law-abiding 
--++.+.The lower lawlessness is plain, ordinary selfish- 
ness, violence, and greed. No progres will be made 
between that lawlessness which is law-abiding and 
that lawlessness which ts jaw-breaking.” 

Against this, Mr. Hoover has suggested that all 
laws, wise or unwise, good or bad, should be obeyed 
unul they are repealed by the constitutionally pro- 
vided procedures 

Here is one of the dilemmas of government. 

Mr. Butler ts logically right. If a law ts ignorantly 
drawn by ignorant law-makers, its enactment does 


| mot invest it with excellence. A bad iaw is not good 


because it is law. 

And it is harder to repeal a law than to enact 
2 law. Most of the bad laws of histo-y have become 
invalid by being ignored rather than by being re- 


ignore bad laws

George Fox, founder of the Society of Quakers, died January 13, 1691. 
From the very earliest period of recorded time Strange figures drift through 
the story of the nations . Stirred by some mysterious force neither derision 
hor brutality turned them from the objects of their mission The call at 
times was humanity; at others Teligion. All causes 
in their day met with that open hostility with which 
ignorance voices its censure. While we, today, may 
sull be critical of many of these movements,’ it is 
impossible to deny them a place in the great process 
of civilizing evolution which we dream that some 
day will carry us to ultimate perfection. Few so- 
cleties grew in such hostile conditions as did the So- 
ciety of Friends, or Quakers; yet, perhaps, it was 
one of the most harmless Even Cromwell who had 
Fox brought to London and examined, found noth- 
ing to fear in Quakerism. Yet Fox was hunted from 
Village to village, pelted, and beaten, unprotected by 
the law; in fact, denounced by it. At one time no 
jess than a thousand of his followers were in prison 
al the same moment. Certainly they were somewhat 
intolerant times and Fox If, was a strange 
figure, constantly being moved to stranger ideas 
by his various manifestations. ‘The vision he 
claimed to have had in which he was bidden not to “doff his cap to high or 
low"; not to exchange greetings with people; nor “to bow or Scrape his leg 
to anybody” is more in the realms of fanaticism than commonsense, yet he 
was moved by a purity of intention which in that period of rather religious 
laxity on the part of the clergy, was akin to inspiration. Born in Lelicester- 
shire, at an early age he was tending sheep, and learning the business of 
shoemaker. At 21, moved, as he said, by some divine impulse, he seems to 
have wandered off, dressed merely in a leather doublet, somewhat like Francis 
of Assisi, leaving home and friends to preach his doctrine.

on. The first thing to do in this case 
is to try to correct the oily condition 
by suitable external treatments and 
internal adjustments. Before apply- 
ing the foundation cream saturate a 
plece of absorbent cotton in the 
astringent lotion, pat it on gently but 
thoroughly, and allow it to dry on the 
skin. Then apply the foundation 
cream; vanishing cream will make a 
successful powder base if it is applied 
properly. e thing to guard against 
is applying too much of any founda- 
tion cream, as this gives the skin a 
rough appearance, and the face powder 
will not go on smoothly. 

A simple mild astringent for oily 
skins is made as follows: Four ounces 
orangeflower water; 1 dram powdered 
borax; 1 dram simple tincture of ben- 
zoin; 2 ounces cologne water. Shake 
well, Apply with a clean piece of ab- 
sorbent cotton after removing cleans- 
ing cream, before you apply your 
foundation cream. Pat the lotion in 
well until the skin is dry. 

For tender skins that chap and 
flake off easily an otly powder base is 
usually most satisfactory. Cold cream 
or an oily lotion may be massaged in 
and then the excess wiped off before 
the powder 1s applied. But a good 
skin tonic should be used before the 
foundation cream is used. A mild 
skin lotion for this type of skin may 
be made as follows: Four ounces rose- 
watér; 4 drams glycerin; 1 dram boric 
acid; 2 ounces orangeflower water. 
Dissolve the boric acid in the rose 
water, add the glycerin in the orange- 
flower water and mix the two sohu- 
tions together. Shake wel.l Saturate 
a@ clean piece of absorbent cotton in 
the lotion and pat it on the skin 
gently. Allow it to dry on the skin and 
then apply the powder base. Many 
find that a milky iotion makes the 
miost satisfactory powder base. These 
preparations owe their thick white 
color to the milk of almonds included 
in them. 

Proper cleansing methods have | 
much to do with the condition of the | 
skin. If those who cannot keep their } 
make-up intact on account of an oily 
skin will cleanse the face thoroughly 
with tepid water and a mild soap and 
use an astringent facial pack regu- 
larly, they will {ind the oily condition 
greatly relieved. On the other hand, | 
if those whose skin is inclined to be 
dry (and this condition is usually | 
aggravated during the winter months) | 
will use cleansing cream for a time | 
instead of soap and water, and an | 
olly facial pack at regular intervals, | 


which to appease his, appetite.

It is better, for several considera- 
tions, to begin early to feed the baby 
additional foods. And “additionel’ 
means just what its name implies, for 
cereal is “extra” and not a substitute 
for some other food already in the 
diet, When the mother asks, “Shall I 
give baby cereal and his bottle?” she 
is thinking of cereal as a food in place | 
of the formula. This it s not. Un- 
less she uses some of the formula over | 
the cereal, she gives the full bottle | 
formula in addition to it. | 
Usually at five months we give baby | 
his first taste of this new food. We ' 
give it by spoon, because it is highly | 
desirable that he learn how to man- | 
age foods from a spoon. It is possible. | 
if he is badly in need of the food and 
refuses it, to put the cereal with the 
formula, but one must think of this 
as only a temporary makeshift. It is 
always a mistake to put everything in 
a baby's bottle formula fust because 
it is easier to get the various foods 
“into” baby this way. He needs prac- 
tice in swallowing thicker foods, He 
needs practice in accepting foods from 
either spoon or cup. The baby who 
can sit up and hasn't been made fear- 
ful of spoons by previous disagreeable 
anerieees ee tet medicines, os 
@ spoonful o! n soup of cereal, 
is usually only too willing to swallow 
anything offered him. | 
Always Start New Foods in Small 
Amounts 


If we want to prejudice baby in fa- 
vor of his new food we must have it 
smooth, thin enough to swallow easily, 
and delicious to the tasie; we should | 
give it to him before his bottle or his | 
nursing and not wait until he is [filled 
to the chin and in no mood to swale 
low another mouthful. 

We should begin with teaspoonful 
amounts, a@ portion that commonly 
seems too small to the mother, who 
thinks of cereal in terms of full dishes , 
But mothers learn by bitter experience | 
that new foods must always be given | 
in small amounts, given cautiously for 
days or even weeks and increased slow- 
ly, so that baby’s small stomach will 
learn to digest thera without trouble | 

Keep in mind an idea of what con- 
stitutes an ordinary portion for a six 
months baby, and then for a year old 
baby, and work toward those amounts 
Baby’s own appetite is a fair guide 
and these normal portions a good 
check-rein.

Premier Brownlee Lauds 
Work of Organi- 


zation 


With 85 accredited delegates and 
elght fraternal delegates in attend- 
ance, the largest on record, the 14th 
aunual convention of the Alberta 
Federation of Labor cpened its four. 
day session in the Labor hall here 
Monday morning with President Fred 
3 tang M.L.A., Calgary, in the 
chair, | 

The opening session was given over 
to the appointment of committees to | 
handle the various matters facing the | 
convention, examining credentials of , 
the delegates and addresses of wel 
come by Premier J. E, Brownlee, His | 
Worship Mayor J. M. Douglas, E, E. | 
Owen, president of the Edmonton | 
Trades and Labor Council and Fred | 
White, president of the Federation. | 

Fraternal greetings were mia0 | 
brought to the convention by J. H 


Powell, president of the Alberta | 
‘Teachers’ Aillance; Capt. G. L 
Hudson,’ Canadian Legion; Robert 
Hewitt, organizer for the Railway 


Carmen, and J. Aiken, United Farmers | 
of Alberta, 

His Worship Maygr Douglas ex- 
pressed satisfaction that the Federa- 
Uon had selected Edmonton at which 
point to hold the annual convention 
and issued a standing invitation on 
behalf af the city for the organisa- 
tion to come back and meet in the 
city whenever possible. He declared 
that he had every cgnfidence in or- 

nized labor and commended the 
labor movement on whet it had ac- 
complished, not only in Alberta but 
in the dominion, 

His Worship promised that as long 
as he was in the mayor's chair, he 
would administer the affairs of ‘the | 
city in a straightforward and fearless 
manner and would give special at- 
tention to the matters affecting or- 
ganized ang unorganized labor. 

In referring to the unemployment 
situation, the speaker said that the 
Federation was dealing with a very 
great problem and trusted that the 
convention would arrive at some solu- 
tion which would assist materially in 
affecting a remedy. 

The mayor paid great tribute to the 
Alberta government, and Premier 
Brownlee in particular, for the man- 
ner in which the unemployment situa- 
tion was being handled. He declared 
that the provincial government has 
done more to relieve conditions than 
the dominion government has ever 
done and he stressed the part being 
taken by the premier in this respect. 

Cordial Welcome 

Premier Brownlee was then called 
upon by the chairman. The prime 
minister expressed pleasure at being 
present at the opening of the conven- 
tion and Issued a very cordial welcome 
to the delegates on behalf of the prov- 
incial government. 

He told his hearers that satisfactory 
conditions could only be reached by 
a mutual understanding of the other 
fellow’s problems. He lauded the work 
of the Federation and declared that 
the body was doing great good in al- 
leviating unfairness of conditions un 
der which the labor classes had 
worked in the past. 

“Understanding of the other fellow's 
problems can only be accomplished by 
organized effort and I acknowledge 
the work done by your organization 
in the past with this end in view," 
he said. 

In referring briefly to unemploy- 
ment, the premier said that Alberta 
was faced this year with a most seri- 
ous problem, the greatess at any 
time, with one exception, He assured 
the delegates that Canada's economic 
position was good, but declared that 
the unemployment situation had come 
about because the people had abused 
the opportunit’es afforded. 

Canada Suffers 

Canada was suffering the conse- 
quences because she had been unable 
to absorb the large number of immi- 
grants that have been brought into 
the country as quick as she might 
have, “We have been bringing people 
into Canada on a sising crest and as 
a result the pendulum has swung back 
as we have been unable to absorb 
these people, with the result that we 
find ourselves now facing a serious 
situation.” 

Premier Brownlee was of the 
opinion that the provincial govern- 
men should not have to bear the 
burden of relief alone and said thay 
the federal government had been 
asked to throw its resources behind 
the Alberta administration. Ke de- 
clared that the question was not an 
easy one to face as there were a 
great many practical difficulties to 
overcome. 

Monday afternoon will be given over 
to committee meetings and this eve- 
ning a dinner will be tendered the 
visi.ing delegates in the rose room of 
the King Edward hotel, commencing 
sharp at 6 o'clock. At 8 o'clock the 
delegates will attend the show at the 
Capitol theatre. 

Tuesday morning the session will 
couvene at nine o'clock, when the 
seer business of the convention will 
start,

WIFE ASSISTS 
AGED ESKIMO 
TO TAKE LIFE 


| Others Present When Sick 


Man Commits 
Suicide 


Death by strangulation of Eskimo 
Mukhagaluk, at Ellice River, in the 
Cambridge Bay district, took place in 
May of last year, according to infor- 
mation which reached this city by 
mail on Monday. 

According ot investigations subse- 
quently made by Sergt. E. G. Baker of 
the Cambridge Bay detachment of 
the R.C.M.P. this strangulation took 
place voluntarily and in the presence 
of witnesses in deceased's snow house, 

Deceased, 50 years old, a cripple by 
paralysis of his spine and hips for 
several years was unable to provide 
for himself and his wife. 

Eskimo Konalyuk, deceased's son- 
in-law had been supporting him and 
four days prior to the suicide had left 
the snow houte on a hunting expedi- 
tion. 

Kukhagaluk thought himself desert- 
ed_and worried . 

In hte little snow house, on a small 
island, 10 miles west of Ellice River 
near the mouth of the Kugaryuak 
river, he hung himself to a double 
strand of cotton backing twine made 
fast to a stick ucross the roof of the 
snow house, 

He had threatened to kill himsclf 
each day since his son-in-law's depart- 
ure and had repeatedly asked his wife 
for a rifle. Once he had attempted to 
choke himself with his fingers, 

At the time of the suicide, other 
natives were present, all of whom 
remonstrated with him to desist, but 
none made any attempt to actually 
prevent him. 

It is an Eskimo custom not to inter- 
ferew ith the actions of another, al- 
ways provided those” actions affect 
none but the one directly concerned, 
While deceased's wife actually tied the 
string to the roof of the house, she 
felt she was doing so under compul- 
sion as in Eskimo-land, the husband 
rules the house with a rod of fron and 
his desires and orders invariably are 
carried out. In this case the man's 
repeated requests were considered an 
order to be obeyed,
